names and this is being added to hourly, as the heads of the various de- 
partments report. 


Coroner Hoffman believes the total number of dead will reach 1,1OO 


if the estimates of divers on the number oi bodies still in the boat proves 
correct.

city officials are being steadily pushed in an effort to fix responsibility 
for the Eastland disaster. 


P. H. Avery, in charge of the divers engaged in the rescue work, 


said that his men were able to see many bodies in the hull which they 
were unable to reach. After talking with the men working under the 
water, he formed his estimate of 200 bodies stall in the boat. 


The first funeral services for the Eastland victim took place today 


when more than 300 corteges passed through the streets of the city. 
Arrangements have been made to hold services for some of the various 
victims every day of this week. 


In several instances today, the same service was said over two or 


three victims, members of the same family.

CONDITIONS IN 


U. S. PREVAILING 


In a weekly letter reviewing tlnan- 


chil and 
trade conditions, 
Henry 


Clews the New York banker says in 
part: 


"The United S'MU-S is the only im- 


portant nation in the world that is 
now accumulating capital 
from 
its 


savings. 
It is alho the .only free in- 


vestment market 'n the world, since 
all the great po.\ers of Europe are 
pouring their savings and energies 
into the wretched melting pot of war. 
There are no indications, however, 
as yet, of American disposition to 
buy foreign go\eminent bonds with 
any freedon. 
A fair amount might 


be absorbed by institutions and trust 
funds here, espinially if terms were 
made still more attractive; but the 
amount would ho 
relatively 
small 


when compared \sith the many bil- 
lions already issue il abroad. If, then, 
American manuf.u tureres are to con- 
tinue accepting munition contracts, 
some very exter-lve credits or short 
term obligations, whatever they may 
be, will eventual i \ have to be extend- 
ed or turned into iixed debt in some 
form. 
It is well, therefore, to keep 


in mind as to \\liat would be the ef- 
fect of this imiiK nso mass of foreign 
credits upon Anioriran finances, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that the 
market for these foreign obligations 
on this side will necessarily be limit- 
ed. 
Of. course, the credits thus far 


granted have imposed no financial 
strain here, ami tliev could undoubt- 
edly be greatly 
expanded 
without 


harm; 
But a now factor of great 


importance is being introduced into 
our finances, one with which Amer- 
ican bankers and investors are not 
entirely familiar, and the handling 
of this problem successfully will re- 
quire the greatest prudence and the 
most skillful foresight. 


"Home conditions 
are 
generally 


satisfactory. 
The crop outlook 
is 


particularly so. Some deterioration 
has taken place, as usual in the sum- 
mer months, and more may follow; 
but a bumper !;rain erop is now al- 
most within reach, and the American 
farmer is practically sure of 
good 


demand and good prices for all food 
products, wlfleh mean another season 
of prosperity. 
The South is natur- 


ally disturbed o\cr the cotton out- 
look, possibly more so than neces- 
sary. War has unavoidably deranged 
the cotton market, as it has many 
other commodities 
It is the South's 


main product, and the restrictions 
imposed upon ,it by Great Britain 
have naturally'freared irritation. But 
such inconveniences are unavoidable 
under the circumstances, 
and 
the 


British government has in numerous 
instances given e\idence of a desire 
to interfere with American commerce 
as little as possible; especially in not 
putting cotton on the contraband list. 
It is impossible to escape the de- 
rangements of'lhe war; and so long 
as the sea is. .kept open we cannot 
make serious or very effective com- 
plaint. 
A tremendous wastage of 


cotton is goiim on in the battle fields 
of Europe—not 
to 
speak 
of 
the 


amount used in making explosives, 
which is estimated at from one to 
one and one-half million bales—and 
later on there will inevitably be a 
heavy demand for the staple to fill 
the void now being 
created. The 


steel trade is very active, chiefly, of 
course, the result of war munition 
orders. 
Prices are rising, and this 


great industry is certainly enjoying 
more prosperity than 
for 
several 


years. 
The dry goods trade shows 


a decided improvement, many buyers 
being in tins market who are placin;: 
liberal orders for the new season's 
cotton fabrics. 


"On the Stock Exchange there has 


been a fair degree of activity, and 
prices continue to fluctuate, as they 
must while our relations with Ger- 
many and -Mexico continue in such 
a critical state. The war stocks lead 
all advances, and these shares now 
constitute fully one-half, if not more, 
of the daily transactions. 
A favor- 


able factor is the continued broad 
market for bonds, -which, .with easy 
money 
and reasonably satisfactory 


crop and business conditions at home, 
constitute the satisfactory crop and 
business coii'iitions at 
home, con- 


gtitute the - itisfactory side of this 
market. Miah depends upon the out- 
come of our negotiations with Ger- 
many, which tor the time being, are 
an unsettling factor. 
Unfavorable 


dividend rumors and the spread of 
labor troubles must also be regarded 
as disturbing influences. 
The situa- 


tion, however, is likely to continue to 
change almost daily.

Similarly, so far as possible an advertisement should be- a newsy 


account of the most important things that have just hapi'i'iu-d in that 
store. 
The merchant should give an account of the lot oi goods that 


lie has just bought and placed on his shelves. Every 
uout that

mercnant has with salesmen and wholesaler* is an event, 
which he 


can handle in a newsy way if he will. 
If he has a good bargain, he

day with tooth brush and water. A 
good tooth paste or powder should IM; 
v>sed once a day, and raw Filk passed 
between the iteeth when they grow 


flcsely together 
will 
help to keep 


particles of food from 
lodging 
be- 


tween them and causing decav. Rins- 
int ttje mouth with li&terine ana wa- 
ter, or dioxygen and water will also 
help ward oft decay ol the teeth, fcr 
sometimes tne condition of the sys- 


tem, and particularly digestive tro;-- 
blcs in the stomach, will cause qaicte 
decay, even when they are carefeully 
brushed. 
The tooth brush should he renewed 


the moment it becomes 
soft and 


bristles loosened. 
A moderately stiff 


brush should be selected, though the 
use of a curved or straight brush is 
a matter of choice. As a rule, however, 
the curved brush does the most thor- 
ough work. The brush 
should 
be 


passed over the back teeth, inside and 
outside, and and upward pnd down- 
ward movement of the brush, especial- 
ly on the front teeth, will achieve bet- 
ter results than a crosswise 
move- 


ment which merely polishes the sur- 
face and leaves the crevices between 
tlvp teeth untouched. 


If the teeth are not Tree from tartar, 


cleanse them once a month with pow- 
dered pumico moistened with diluted 
peroxide- Wrap a bit 
of 
absorbent 


cotton around an orange stick, dip in 
the powdered pumice, and apply to the 
teoth, rubbing gently until the tartar 
is removed. If there is the slightest 
tendency towards receding gums, con- 
sult a dentist at once. This trouble 
if not checked in time, may mean the 
loss of all ths tront teeth, and at best 
crooked and misshapen, teeth.

flour, four pounds of soup beans, and, 
a half pound can of condensed milk."

When Rosenthal was killed, and

Mr. Cockran read a statement in
